It will be well to be forehanded if 
it is desired to get a slice of this 
land, for the ru^ will be vast when 
the time come.s. 

It is estimated from returns recent- 
ly at hand that the Colorado lamb- 
feeders will this season market Tr),(j(KKJ 
head, as against 4(t0.0U0 for last feed- 
ing period. The first of the tinished 
product will go forward to Chicago in 
January, which is some four to six 
weeks earlier than they began last 
winter. 

Agents tor the British army last 
weeic bou^ three car-loads <tf liones 
in Bourbon connty, and they were 

shipped away on Wednesday night. 
They are looking for others, and it's 
very likely that they will buy many 
more. The demand of the armv calls 
for 50,000 to be purchased in this coun- 
try. 

The correspondent of the Associa- 
ted Press learns from private sources 
that Emperor William will seod a 
special envoy shortly to take a tour of 
the noUble American stock farms, 
with the yiewof purchasing saddle 
and carriage horses for the imperial 
stables. Hitherto the court has pur- 
chased exclusively in Hungary and 
England. 

The largest seed distribution ever 
made at any one time by the govern- 
ment began recently, and before the 
spring planting time la over nearly 
13,000.000 little packages of gaiden 
seeds will have been received by the 
farmers of every section of the coun- 
try. The appropriation for the dis- 
tribution was increased $40,000 by 
Congress at Its last session, malcing a 
total sum of $170^000 availabie for this 
purpose. 

The farm reflects the eharaeter of 
the owner. This Is seen In the loca- 
tion of buildings and yards, orchards, 
pastures, drives, etc. AU these are 
parts oi his life's machinery. The 
better the arrangement, the less fric- 
tion. The farmer must talce advan- 
tage of every short cut he can Mud. 
Superior tactics on a common farm 
may save enough labor in a year to 
amount to the wages of an extra man. 

Rural World. 

Death from fright In horses Is not 
uncommon. Intelligent horses are ve- 
ry often nervous. They are quick to 
take notice, quick to takealarm. quick 
to do what seems to them. in moments 
of sudden terror, necessary to escape 
frou) possililc harm, from sometliing 
they do not uncit'rstand. that is wliat 
makes them lialt and run away, ami 
! that is wh:it cau.ses them to die from 
terror when they find there lanoes- 
c ipe. 

They are Inreeding seed com In Illi- 
nois. And they have a full fledged 
Association of Seed Com Breeders, 
whose officers serve without .salary and 
all for the love of good seed and good 
deed. It seems that by scientific 
treatment tlie chemical contents (»f 
corn may be varied, besides its size 
and shape. It may be bred witlimore 
oil. witli less oil. with more protein, in 
truth there lias been bred a corn with 
more protein than wheatl These are 
astonishing discoveries, and may lead 
t > imp(»tant 'results to the stockmen. 

For farm Implements of all kinds 
having metal surfaces exposed, indeed 
for all metals likely to be injured by 
oxidation or "rusting." take a qiuinti- 
ty of good lard, add about two ounces 
common resin, melt them .slowly to- 
gether, stirring as they coul. This 
may be applied with a brush or cloth, 
just enough to give a thin coating to 
the metal surface to be protected.The 
resin prevents rancidity and the mix- 
ture obviates the ready aoeett of air 
and'uKMure. 

In many counties of the State the 
farmers are making an etTort to have 
a dog-tax law pas.sed. The attacks of 
dogs upon the flocks of sheep have be- 
come so numerous in these counties 
that the farmers claim something 
must be done or the sheep raising in- 
dustry will have to be abandoned. Oc- 
casionally we hear of a LaRue county 
farmer sustaining a iuss in this way, 
but it does not happen in thia county 
as often as It does in other eoutttfer. 
It may be because LaBue oounty far- 
mers raise fewer dieei^ ot%% maybe 
due to the fMt thai have fewer or 
more klBdly-4)spoaed dogs. Tb give 
an idea to what extent farmers in 
other counties have suffered l)y rea.son 
sheep-kllllng dogs we quote the fol- 
lowing from the Cynthiana Log Cab- 
In: '"In the first twelve days in Janu- 
ary in this county the following lots 
of sheep were killed: On the 2nd, 14 
sheep killed. A law suit will result. 
On the 3rd, four sheep crippled, two 
killed. On the 10th, 18 killed and 
three fine hogs go mad from being bit- 
ten by a mad dog. On the 12th, 83 
head were crippled and killed. In all 
122 head were crippled and killed.

DURABLE HAY RACK.

The d«Il winter aeaaon it a food time 
ta prepare for summer rush work. 

One of the Joba which should be done 
oarefullv, without hurry, is the mak- 
lag of a hay rack. The rack portrayed 
herewith is in one piece, bolted solidlj' 
loirether. This style is particularly 
ac;a])t»*Li to a low down wapron or one 
•w ii h front w heels three feet two inches 
and bind wheels three and one-half 
feet in liei^t. It can be made verj 
■early flat wken used on tliis stjle of 
wagon. It ean be Hwde of aay dcaired 
lencth or width, aeeotdinf to the ftacy 
of tlie naer. The aide aillaLay for a low 
wagon ean be made of two by six 
InelMa stuff or of two hy eight inches 
#or the common hiph wheel farm 
wagon. The four pieces, b, are of two 
by four by six feet long. The four 
pieces, c. are of one and one-quarter 
by four by 40 inches long. These are 
bolted through and also thronnrh the 
sills, long-er ones, h, on top. .shorter, or 

c, underneath. One bolt holds both 
pieces. This is done with all bnt the 
front piece tliat being elevated about 
aix ar dght in iehes on eomer poate. 

d. o( two bgr threo-inA atnC whieh ean 
he aMde with a hmf pin-like' tenon 
whidi acrves to hold the load on the 
aomers. These posts are bolted se- 
cnrely to side sills. This elevation 
fires free action to front wheels while

tnminf . Four pieees, e, one by eight 

inches make side projection each side 
of the rack. Four pieces, f, of five- 
eighth hy eight inches, with probably 
double tenons on each end make the 
bow or arch over hind wheels. 

Two standards, g-. one and a quarter 
by four inches, cut tapering and bolt- 
ed to side sills in such a manner as to 
fold down when not in use, serve to 
aaelMr the back end of load. Any 
kind oi a device can be used on front 
aad to held the linaa. A aiaflc peat or

Althongh the storing of iee has been 
nrged often, the subject is qnitc time- 
ly now, and the advice given to every^ 
one to put up ice for next summer's 
use will not be out of place. The idea 
that ice is only a luxury is a "back 
number" with those who have had ice 
for several year.-; to them it has be- 
come a necessity-. With its use the 
batter can lie kept solid, the milk kept 
awcetv vietsalskept palatable from one 
meai to a n o th e r, and the family can 
enjoy ice cream without purchasing 
it or wiihont going milca prrfaaps to 
buy a chunk of iee. The Idea of bny- 
ia!g iee aa cheap^ aa it can lie pnt iq^ 
la a ■Irtnjwp aaci^aad the calenlaiSoa 



b<>lng nu«dft to buy ioe th* coming suxn< 
mtr simply means that we vdll do with- 
out it. 

It la not caaential to have a house 
iMiilt on p w rp os s for the storing of ice. 
We once stored a' block of Ice eight 

feet square and about ten feet high, 
and after the block was finished we 
built a square of rails around it, put- 
ting straw in the cracks to hold the 
sawdust, placed a cover of boards over 
it. and the ice kept quite well. 

In storinfT ice we always cut the 
blocks in size to fill the house to within 
a foot from the walls, and place in the 
same positioa as it is taken out of the 
water; this makes every layer quite 
level and it is much less labor than 
when we set up on edge as some recom- 
mend, and it will keep fully as well. 
,\fter each layer the joints should b« 
filled with snow or pounded ice. orsaw- 
du;;t will do about as well. Tamp saw- 
dn-vt as solid as possible around the 
sides and over the top. Watch your 
ice closely during the spring months 
for this is really the most critical time; 
if air passages are formed through the 
sawdust, the ice will aselt very rapidly 
and by the time yon wish to com- 
mence to use it^ it may have aidtcd 
away considerably. 

When using iee remove the top layer 
entirely before taking oif the second. 
Try putting up a quantity of ice this 
winter and see if you wish to do with- 
out it again. — Jacob Dickmaa, in Ohio

Possibly yon don't 
know it, but larkspur is smong the 
finest insecticides — and my old friends 
had heaps of vermin to fight. So thej- 
raised enousrh to make larkspur straw 
for nests when a hen got broody, and 
larkspur soap to wash cats and c:o«»-s — 
yes. and even pig-s. Maybe you will 
like to hear about the soap — an armful 
of fresh larkspur waS' boiled in a big 
kettle until there was a strong- decoc- 
tion. The stalks were skimmed out and 
the liquor lioiled down stronger — in- 
deed, it eonM not well be too strong. 
Then hard soap was shaved Into it aad 
stirred until it dissolved. Theadztnre 
was cooled and cut in cakes. Dogs and 
cats were washed with the soap to rid 
them of fleas and manee. The latter 
had to be well rinsed oflF or the ani- 
mals, licking themselves, miffht get 
sick. 

"Bird cages scalded in boiling lark- 
spur soapsuds came out cV: r ' f ver- 
min. A cake of the soap r'i-^ • d in 
five gallons of whitewash w - : chtv 
fine thing for a poultry her- (attle 
shed. A fresh co.at of sucl; \ '. ' ewash 
every three months put mile« • r.A liee 
to rout. Indeed, the paint see-;-? to be 
a specially-designed antidote s.r every 
sort of blood-sucking parasi'*. The 
leaves of it dried and powderet: answer 
nearly as well as the soap — with the 
advantage that they can be used where 
the soap is out of the question." 

"1 repeat, this is Delphinium — Del- 
phinium Formosum." Mrs. Karly said, 
with a fotieh of asperity. Living her 
hand as she spoke upon the blue 
plumes. "They may look like your lark- 
spur, bnt I assure you that they are 
not — tkey caoM out of a hothouse, and 
are all the fashion, now that blue 
flowers are so mneh oat of season.** 

"All the larkspur are DelphininaM.** 
the doctor retorted. **Yonr flowers are, 
I admit, the aristocrats of the class, in 
that it takes them two years to flower. 
They are also more double, with richer 
blooms and longer sprays, than their 
oid-fashioned annual cousins — biit 
cousins none the less. There is a wild 
purple larkspur, also a pink one. which 
blooms in early spring. But neither 
the wild flower nor that which the 
florists force ean put out of court the 
hardy. laee-leafed sisterhood, which 
will spring up and bloom year aft^r 
year, seeding itself by chance, ripening 
and blossoming cheerily, in the most 
nnpropitious places. Indeed, you can 
hsrdly kill it. once it is well seeded— 
it grows like a weed, with even half a 
chance. Everybody ought to give it a 
chance. A packet of seed may be had 
for five cents. (Jive the seed a wee cor- 
ner in the back yard, or even a big box 
of earth, aad you may have larkspur 
for use all the year round. It will grow 
no matter how thick it stands. The 
most part of the stalks should be pulled 
up jnst as they come into bloom, dried 
in the shade and put away in a paper 
bag. If sown very early the new seed 
will produce a second crop. A single 
plant left standing will fnmish much 
more than enoaf^ seed for next year's 
sowing."
